It  would 
ako  provide  for  its  own  civU  stfncsv  pfoviactel  institvtions,' 
public  works  and  sthools  Its  revenues,  outside  of  the  .subsidy 
from  Canada,  would  be  drawn  1  roiu  the  same  sources  as  bclore 
union.  De  Cosmos  estimsted  that  Hie  totat  revemw  wonh! 
amount  to  SZ/O.^OO,  and  ihc  expenditure,  very  mucli  reduced 
under  an  ccononjical  system,  to  $121, ''70.  which  meant  t^iat  a 
surpfus  wovid  be  left.

The  statement  of  what  revenues  would  go 
to  the  Dominion  was  amply  qualified.  C^anada  would  only  draw 
from  the  sources  he  had  already  indicated,  and  only  the  smallest 
portion  of  the  colony's  revenue  would  be  surrendcnd. 

Had  the  purch-sj  of  British  Columbia  been  in  question.  Can 
ada  would  have  had  to  pay  an  amount  much  larger  than  any 
deficit  incurred  throufh  admitting  riic  colony  on  these  terms. 
Nevertheless,  De  Cosnfos  pointed  out  it  would  be  unreasonable 
to  suppose  the  terms  would  be  accepted,  unless  there  was  some 
prospect  of  equalizing  die  equation  between  revenue  and  fx- 
pcnditurc.  « 

With  the  Overland  Road  completed  and  regular  steam  com- 
munication with  San  Francisco.  British  Columbia  would  be  as- 
sured a  steady  increase  in  population.  Wise  Icgisl.nu  n  and  im- 
migration would  develop  the  vast  resources  of  the  colony  and 
increase  its  trade.  Year  by  year  tJie  Dominion  would  find  its 
revenue  from  the  Western  province  increasing,  until  in  a  com- 
paratively short  period  the  deficit  would  disappear.  There 
seemed  nothing  visionary  or  unattainable  in  this  scheme.

At  ths  age  of  fotnrteen  Wren  en- 
tered Oiford  Unlvenity.  where  his 
career  was  a  most  brilliant  one,  and 
seven  years  later  he  was  made  a 

Fellow  of  Wadham  College.  He  was 
only  twenty-five  when  he  received 
an  appointment  a.s  professor  of  as- 
tronomy at  Gresham  College  In  Lon- 
don, and  three  years  later  he  be- 
came a  professor  at  his  old  univer- 
sity. He  was  a  most  versatile  genius, 
and  had  it  not  been  for  his  great 
fame  as  an  arehlteet  he  would  have 
been  known  to  posterity  as  the  out- 
standing malhenuitielan  and  scien- 
tific inventor  of  his  day. 

It  was  th"  cvpit  Fire  of  London 
In -1666,  wi  ..;ed  for  nearly  a 

week  and  ile:.troyed  more  than 
three-quarters  of  the  city,  that  pro- 
vided Wren  with  a  splendid  oppor- 
tunity to  display  his  remarkable 
genhis  as  an  architect.  Within  four 
days  of  the  fire  he  prepared  and 
submitted  to  Charles  II  an  ingeni- 
ous plan  for  tlie  rebuilding  of  the 
city,  but  lii.s  .sch'-nie,  which  con- 
sisted of  a  .^.y^trinatic  arrangements 
of  wide  streets  radliit  ing  [lom  <  011- 
tral  open  spaces,  was  rejected,  as 
his  Ideas  were  too  far  advanced  for 
his  time,  and  thus  the  opportunity 
was  kMt  of  mfking  London  one  of 
the  hsndsnmsit  and  bast-arranged 
cities  in  the  world. 

He  was,  however,  commissioned  to 
design  and  rebuild  most  of  the  Im- 
jHirtant  public  bulldinp!.<i  and  fifty- 
two  churches,  no  two  of  which  were 
alike,  but  the  great  monument  Ui 
his  genius  is  St.  Paul's  Cathedral, 
which  Is  considered  one  of  the  archi- 
tectural woDdars  of  the  world,  and 
upon  the  construction  of  which  he 
labored  for  more  than  thirty  years 
In  addition  to  his  work  in  London 
he  designed  many  buildings  through- 
out the  country,  the  best  known  of 
which  are  the  Royal  Palaces  at 
Hamii'fn  Court  and  Kenslngtfin, 
aiid  til.'  .'itiolflonlan  Thepf.re.  Ash- 
molean  Museum  and  Tom  Tower  at 
Oxford.
